LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Michigan's 
600,000 
jobless 


would get a hefty increase in 
unemployment benefits under a 
Bill approved Tuesday by the 
House Labor Committee. 


The labor-backed measure 


could go to the Senate this week. 
House leaders say. For a family 
of five whose wage-earner got 
$200 a week before being laid 
off, the bill would raise weekly 
unemployment compensation; 
from the current $106 to about 
$152. The maximum payment 
for a family of five would be 
$172.50, 


A single person earning $200 a 


\veek and claiming no depen- 
dents would receive an increase 
in the weekly from $67 to about 
§132. The maximum for a single 
person 
would 
be 
$152.25 


regardless of how high the old 
salary was. 


Business spokesmen say the 


measure, sponsored by Rep. 
Daisy Elliott, D-Detroit, could 
seriously hurt them. But the 
Michigan Chamber of Com- 
merce 
and 
the 
State 


Employment Security Commis- 
sion could provide no business 
cost figures. The bill raises the 
unemployment 
benefit 
rate 


from 55 per cent to 66 and two- 
thirds per cent of the in- 
dividual's former weekly wage.

back seven of the eight tiers in 
the cellblock, officials said. 
About 100 state police then 
surrounded the cellhouse.

The inmate rebels freed two 


hostages, but 70 of the prisoners 
barricaded thamselves in the 
eighth tier with 10 hostages.

Southern Illinois. It was their 
ohlyrdemand, but prison of-- 
ficials did not dsclose precisely 
why the inmates objected to the 
transfers. . 


The rebels released their hos- 


tages and returned to their cells 
after Warden Fred Finkbeiner 
promised over a Joliet radio 
station that the transfers would 
not be made.

The maximum benefit would 


be set at 75 per cent of the 
average state wage — which of- 
ficials place at $203 a week — 
and allows an extra S3 per 
dependent.

Malpractice Bills 
Miss The Target 


•LANSING, Mich. (AP) -The 
Michigan House has approved a 
package of seven 
medical 


malpractice insurance bills, 
none of which attack 
the 


problem of rising premiums 
and reduced availability of 
coverage. 


The key bill requires the state 


iasurance commissioner to an- 
nually audit malpractice in- 
surers licensed in Michigan to 
get pertinent information on the 
situation. 


Most of the measures are 


aimed at minor aspects of the 
malpractice problem. Legisla- 
tion attacking the premium cost 
and availability of insurance is 
slill under discussion in com 
nittee. 


The medical profession says 


the cost of malpractice in 
surance and the ability of 
physicians to obtain coverage 
constitute a crisis in health 
care. 


Meanwhile, the Senate has 


approved a bill to establish a 
state fund to guarantee in 
surance to all doctors who can't 
get it anywhere else. 


Other bills in the package 


approved 
Tuesday 
are 


measures to require osteopathic 
and medical societies to report 
all relevant information on dis 
ciplinary 
action 
they take 


against a member. 


A fourth bill requires the 


governing bod)' of a hospital to 
report the names of doctors they 
remove or suspend from their 
staffs. 


Two other bills require the 


state to keep confidential the 


applications or investigation in- 
formation in the medical or os- 
teopathic field, and require 
applicants to the board of os- 
teopathic registration or for a 
license to practice medicine to 
submit their fingerprints. 


A final bill requires 25 hours 


of continuing education for 
renewal of a medical license. 


The 
Senate, 
meanwhile, 


passed two measures permit- 
ting year-around bingo at the 
state fair grounds in Detroit and 
Escanaba in the Upper Penin- 
sula. 


On votes of 33-1 and 354), the 


Senate sent to the .House 
legislation to permit the two 


state fair authorities to lease 
facilities year around to or- 
ganizations licensed under the 
state bingo law. Currently, state 
law only permits bingo at the 
fairs during fair week. 


The bills are intended to help 


the authorities raise some much 
needed money through the teas*' 
of their buildings.

Questions Still Linger 


More than 11 years, have passed 


since John F. Kennedy died, but 
doubts still persist that a single as- 
sassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, fired the 
shot that killed him. At a news 
.conference April 3 in San Diego, 
President Ford was asked if he still 
believed the Warren Commission's 
finding that Oswald was solely res- 
ponsible for Kennedy's death. Ford, 
who was a member of the commission, 
said he had "seen no evidence that 
would dispute the conclusions to which 
we came." 


Critics of the Warren Commission 


Report claim to have evidence aplenty. 
:Robert Groden, an optics technician, 
has been working for years with a copy 
'of the Abraham Zapruder film of the 
assassination-. In a frame-by-frame 
analysis of the film written for Rolling 
Stone, Groden asserted that Kennedy 
was shot from both the front and the 
rear — proof, in his opinion, that the 
assassination was a conspiracy in- 
volving several people. 


Robert Sam Anson came to a similar 


conclusion in an article called "The 
Greatest Cover-up of All," written for 
News Times magazine. Citing old and 
new allegations of conspiracy, Anson 
accused the Warren Commission of 
devising an assassination scenario 
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"contradicted by ballistics findings, 
autopsy results and the testimony of 
every witness to the actual event." 


Enter now George O'Toole, a former 


CIA computer specialist, with yet 
another effort to demolish the Warren 
Commission Report. O'Toole's weapon 
is the psychological stress evaluator 
(PSE), a.recently developed lie-de- 
tecting device. Unlike the widely used 
polygraph machine that monitors four 
bodily changes (pulse, blood pressure, 
breathing and sweating), the PSE 
measures only one — voice frequency 
modulation. The PSE detects subtle, 
inaudible voice changes produced 
when a person is under stress. 


In 
contrast 
to 
the 
complex 


machinery used in a polygraph 
examination, a tape recorder is the 
only piece of equipment needed for a 
PSE test. The PSE may be used over 
the telephone or with any tape record- 
ing of a person's voice. 


Thus, O'Toole was able to "test" Lee 


Harvey Oswald. He obtained a tape 
recording in which the following 
exchange took place after Oswald's 
arrest: 


Reporter: "Did you shoot the 


President?" 


Oswald: "I didn't shoot anybody, no 


sir." 


After processing the recording with 


the PSE, O'loole found that Oswald's 
"categorical denial that he shot 
anyone contains almost no stress at 
all. . . The psychological stress 
evaluator said he was telling the 
truth." 


Assassination conspiracy theorists 


long operated under a cloud because of 
the lurid investigation launched in 1967 
by Jim Garrison, 'who was then the 
New Orleans district attorney. In the 
aftermath of Watergate, however, 
people are once again willing to: 


,, believe that Kennedy's death may- 
have involved numerous plotters, 
including some connected with or- 
ganized crime or the CIA. 


Lawyer Bernard J. Fensterwald 


believes a major break in the case is 
imminent. "I have the same feeling I 
did about Watergate, the feeling the 
game was up," he said recently. 
'-"There's just too much evidence 


around that the Warren Report is not 
correct; that the CIA and the FBI both 
know a huge amount they didn't tell 
the Warren Commission." Even now, 
John F. Kennedy cannot rest in peace.!

The suit alleges Spreene 


declined to provide proper 
police protection for the res- 
taurant and that Patterson 
would not request warrants 
against the people who allegedly 
harassed the restaurant owners. 


The suit contended Oakland 


undercover agents conducted 
late night searches of the res- 
taurant as an harassment and 
that the Avon board voted 
without a public hearing to urge 
that the Rossi liquor license not 
be renewed. 


The LCC has'not conducted a

circuit court for a narrow strip 
of property across t e front of 
Crystal Springs cemetery in 
Benton township for widening of 
Napier avenue. 


The road commission wants 


about 2,000 feet of the cemetery, 
owned by the City of Benton 
Harbor, which fronts Napier. 
The 2,000 feet would run east 
from the railroad tracks to 
beyond Crystal avenue, and is 
about seven feet wide from the 
edge of the current right-of-way. 


The property is sought in 


preparation for the widening of 
Napier avenue from Fairplain 
Plaza to 1-94. The widening 
project is planned for this year, 
and the cost is estimated at SI .5 
million. Napier is to be widened 
to five lanes, and curves are to 
"eased". 


Thomas 
Webb, engineer- 


- manager of the road commib 
sion, said the area sought does 
not include any grave sites. "No 
graves are within .the right-of- 
way at all," Webb added, and 
noted that the construction of 
the road won't go to the edge of 
the right-of-way. 


According to the suit, the area 


the road commission wants Is 
slightly more than 2.25 acres. 
The commission offered §43,000 
for the property. The cemetery' 
board has refused the offer, ac- 
cording to Webb. 


Benton Harbor City Commis- 


sioner Edmund Eaman, chair- 
man of the city's cemetery 
board, said he will be meeting 
with an appraiser in the near 
future to try to determine what 
the city feels the property is 
worth. He said the cemetery 
board .would then review the 
road commission's offer at the 
board's next meeting, which he 
thought would be in early jmay. 


In connection with the suit, 


Circuit Judge Julian E. Hughes 
set May 19 as the date for a 
hearing on the condemnation 
suit. At that hearing a judge will 
fix a date when the road com- 
mission can take possession of 
the property and set a date for 
trial to determine the amount of 
compensation to the city should 
the city not accept the road< 
commission's offer of $43,000. 


St. Joseph Ally. Henry Gleiss, 


who filed the suit on behalf of 
the road commission, said the 
necessity 
for 
taking 
the 


property has already been es- 
tablished, so the only thing a 
jury would decide was the price, 
should the two sides be in 
conflict. He also noted the road 
commission filed a declaration 
of taking in the suit, which 
means the title to that portion of 
the property the commission 
seeks is taken over by the road 
commission.

hand, do not cut. If you trim the. 
spears with a knife, you may- 
leave the tougher portions on- 
the spear.

daily selling tempo would be up

Revenue Service may be plan- 
ning "further insult to the in- 
juries suffered by most of us" 
by increasing complexity of 
IRS IMfl forms. 


Hutchinson commented on 


'what he said was a prediction, 
by Donald C. Alexander, IRS 
commissioner, that 1HO forms 
would become more complicat- 
ed. 


Hutchinson said the real 


problem isn't with the IRS 
form makers, but with the laws 
with which they are working. 


"In certain respects, the 


blame for the unwieldy nature 
of the (IRS) Code falls clearly 
with Congress," Hutchinson 
said. " And this is not simply 
because its extravagant spend- 
ing policies have required the 
collection of such massive 
amounts of taxpayer dollars, in 
the first place. 


"Increasingly, our tax sys- 


tem has been utilized for more 


! than 
merely 
raising 
and 


collecting revenues for activi- 
ties of the federal government; 
it has alao become a vehicle by 
which Congress pursues a host 
of.iinrelated goals," 


Hutchinson said Congress has 


chosen to subsidize a a variety 
of 
business 
and 
social 


programs through manipula- 
tion of tax laws instead of 
direct budgetary appropria- 
tions. . 


Among activities benefited by 


.special deductions, he said, 
control, medical expenses, gas 
and oil exploration, public 
bonds, home construction and 
cheese processing. 


"In order to achieve these 


goals through the Code, it is 
not unusual to find 200:300 
word sentences, the piling of so 
many exceptions to rules that- 
the rule itself becomes lost in 
the process and the existence of 
definitions referring to still 
other definitions,". Hutchinson 
said. "Try finding even a 
lawyer, not specializing in tax 
work, who admits to fully un- 
derstanding Code treatment of 
charitable foundations." 


Hutchinson added that tax 


complexities tend -to beget 
further complexities with lob- 
byists and tax writing com- 
mittees of the House and 
Senate playing a major part.

Dr. Masters and Mrs. John-

the Kinsey report in the early 
fifties. They currently are co- 
' directors of a clinic in St. Louis, 
Mi.,.where, couples.are treated 
for sexual dysfunction. 


1 Their first book, "Human 
Sexual 
Response," 
was 


published in 1966 and their 
second book; "Human Sexual 
Inadequacy," was published in 
1970. They recently published a 
third book, "The Pleasure 
Bond." 
which 
has. 
been 


reviewed as a "non-technical" 
book to "clear their name as sex 
mechanics." 


The couple admitted at a 


press conference that their first 
books were mechanical in na- 
ture, but said "The Pleasure 
Bond" put sex in a better pers- 
pective and in a more honorable 
dimension. 


"We first 
published 
the 


mechanics of sex because we 
felt it was information the . 
people, needed to know," Dr. 
Masters said. "But we longed to 
convey a better understanding 
of sexuality," Mrs. Johnson 
said. "Aftera, sex has to be 
lived, not performed." 


The lecture was split into two 


periods with the first portion at 
4 p.m. covering the couple's sex 
research findings and treatment 
concepts. During the evening 
portion; Dr. Masters and Mrs. 


Johnson fielded questions sub- 
mitted at the first session. 


On age and sexual perfor- 


mance — Dr. Masters said, "Of 
course things come a iittle 
slower as you grow older, but 
who can name one thing that a 
man of 60 can do as fast as when 
he was 20." He said any man 
\vho questioned his sexual po- 
tency because of age was half- 
way on his way to impotcncy. 


Oh preoccupation with sexual 


performance — Dr. Masters 
said partners must get "spec- 
tators out of the bedroom." He 
said a man will prcoccuppy 
himself with thoughts like 'Can 
I? Will I? and How long?" and 
end up realizing' He can't. He 
will not, and He didn't." 


On sex education — Mrs. 


Johnson said, "While sex 
education in the home is most 
important, there are very few 
parents who have all the 
answers!" She said parents 
should convey a good attitude 
towards sex rather than con- 
ducting a "lecture scries on the 
subject."

Van Buren Flood Damage

PAW PAW — Damage in 


Van Buren county from flooding 
over the weekend is expected to 
reach at least $1 million, ac- 
cording to Walter Stickels, 
chairman of'the Van Buren 
county board of commissioners. 


Stickels made the estimate 


last night during a regular 
meeting of the county board 
here. 


According to Stickels, an of- 


ficial estimate was to be ready 
by this afternoon. The county 
would possibly have to reach 
this point in damage to qualify 
for federal disaster aid. Stickels 
reported. 


The official figure was to be 


made part of a resolution passed 
by the board last night to be 
sent to Gov. William Milliken 


and President Ford asking that 
Van Buren be declared a 
disaster area. Milliken has 
already asked that the county as 
well as Allegan and Berrien 
counties be designated disaster 
areas because of the flooding. 


Stickels 
said 
a 
serious 


problem existed in trying to 
evaluate damages because there 
was no central reporting location 
within the county. He noted that 
Donald Zordel, head of the 
South Haven office of emer- 
gency preparedness, had been 
taking some reports, but that 
they were generally limited to 
the western portion of the 
county. 


''In many cases, damage to 


private homes went unreported 
because the owners knew it (the 
damage) was not covered by 
insurance," Stickels said. 


Paul Kaiser, county highway 


engineer-manager, 
reported 


that $80,000 has already been' 
spent for road repairs. Earlier, 
he estimated repair costs for 
roads, drains, and culverts at 
8250,000. 


Kaiser noted that one reason 


for the destructiveness of the 
flooding was the intensity of the 
rainfall. During a period from 4 
p.m. to 7 p.m. Friday, 4.5 inches 
of rain were recorded at one 
spot in Covert township, he said. 


In other areas, commis- 


sioners approved the expendi- 
ture of $4,753 for adjustments in 
the pay classifications of about 
20 county employes. Finance 
Chairman Gerald Rendel said 
the adjustments were needed 
because in some cases persons 
doing basically the same work, 
were paid at different levels.

Dr. Percy Julian, Famed Black 
Scientist* Buried In Illinois 


OAK PARK, ILL - Funeral 


services were held here today 
for Dr. Percy Julian, 76, an 
internationally respected black 
scientist. Dr. Julian, grandson 
of a slave and best-known for 
his experimentation with the 
soybean, died Saturday in 
Waukegan, 111. 


He sat on the executive board 


of the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, was a 
president of the Franklin Park 
(111.) Rotary club and was a 
trustee or director at five 
universities. 


One of his discoveries was 


fire - fighting foam used 
against gas and oil blazes. 


Dr. Julian's experiments led 


to a synthetically - produced 
cortisone drug used to treat 


arthritis, and a low-cost protein 
compound for coating paper. 


Born in Montgomery, Ala., 


the son of a mail clerk, he 
played with a jazz orchestra, 
fired furnaces and waited ta- 
bles to help pay expenses at 
DePauw university, Green- 
castle, Ind. 


Housing discrimination on' 


the campus forced him to study 
in a fraternity house attic. He 
was graduated the highest - 
ranking student in his class 
and Phi Beta Kappa. • 


He won a master's degree in 


1926 and received his Ph.D. in 
1931 at the University of Vien- 
na. 


He joined the DePauw faculty 


after spending a number of 
years heading the chemistry 


department at Howard univer- 
sity. Later he joined Glidden 
Paint Co. in Chicago. 


Dr. Julian founded his own 


firm. Julian Research Insti- 
tute, in Franklin Park in 1954. 


He found a way to mass - 


reduce the drug physotigmine, 
used to treat glaucoma, and 
perfected the mass production 
of sex hormones that ted the 
way to birth control pills. 


Survivors, besides his widow, 


Anna, include a son, Percy Jn; 
a foster son, Leon R. Ellis; a 
daughter, Faith Julian; two 
brothers, Drs. James S. and 
Emerson R.; and three sisters, 
Mrs. Mattie

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As the grim night settles 


over southeast Asia, those of us 
who have agonized over the 
American commitment for a 
decade or more are simply 
heart-sick. iNot just because we 
lost — though I am not a good 
loser and have never yet met 
one — but because of all the 
wrong turns that were taken in 
a -basically 
good 
cause. 


Perhaps the most ironic coin- 
cidence of all is that Ambas- 
sador Graham Martin, who is 
witnessing at first hand the 
shambles in South Vietnam, 
was the most vehement and 
persuasive opponent of the 
"Americanization" of _the war 
— which was the real source of 
our trouble. However, there is 
nothing less 
fruitful 
than 


rewriting history as it should 
have happened. History is not 
like a film where, if the Bad 
Guy outdraws the Sheriff, you 
can shout "Cut!" and do a 
rerun with the appropriate 
ending. 


So, where are we? What are 


the implications? What should 
be our national focus? First of' 
all, the President of the United 
States should stop blaming the 
Congress for doing precisely 
what it was elected to do: 
represent theN views of the 
American people. The hard fact 
must 
be 
faced 
that 
the 


American people blacked out 
Southeast Asia on their mental 
maps; they don't want to hear 
any more about it and probably 
wish the whole place was 10 
feet underwater. The reasons 
for this are not hard to under- 
stand. As the average citizen 
looks back, he recalls the 50,000 
dead, the 300,000 wounded, the 
$140 billion shot down the 
drain, and asks a quite sensible 
question: "Why?" 


Ten or 15 years ago there 


was an answer: to prevent the 
spread of Communist totali- 
tarianism. But listening to 
President 
Ford's 
speech 


demonstrated the degree to 
which that perfectly sound 
answer has been undermined: 
the "enemy" of 1960 has in 1975 
become the "potential adver- 
sary." The minute Mr. NLxon 
put detente at the top of the list 
of international objectives and 
popped 
up 
chatting 
with 


Breazhnev and Mao, the line 
between them and us was 
hopelessly blurred. 


In saying this I am not 


nominating 
myself 
for 


President of the Committee for 
an Insane Nuclear Polio'. I am 
merely arguing that we must 
took reality in the face; and the 
reality, as I can document 
liberally from my reading of 
the Soviet and Chinese Com- 
munist press, is that they are 
atwar with us, that they have 
repeatedly dedicated 
them- 


selves to the destruction of 
democracy. One of the reasons 
it is so hard to get people to 
accept this fact is they think 
that if it is true, there will be 
war. Since war is too horrible 
to-contemplate, the backward 
logic runs, they can't be 
dedicated to the destruction of 
democracy. And you, Roche, 
when you write things like this, 
are a warmonger. 


As I have confessed before, 


gunfire makes me extremely 
riervous and I am as terrified 
as the next man at the pos- 
sibility of nuclear war. But one 
of the many things I learned 
from my father was that the 
surest way to find trouble is to 
run from 
it. Thus I am 


prepared to argue that no ra- 
tional policy of dealing with the 
Communist powers can be for- 
mulated except on the as- 
sumption 
of 
implacable 


ideological 
hostility. 
The 


-unilateral detente of the past 
five years must stop, and we 
should 
go 
over 
to 
the 


ideological offensive. Our first 
national priority, then, is to get 
our categories straight. If the 
U.S. government permits the 
shipment to the U S S R of 
sophisticated electronic equip- 
ment (the better to target their 
missiles with), who can blame 
the citizen for taking a vacation 
from work) affairs? 


The second item on our na- 


tional agenda should be a full- 
scale review of our commit- 
ments with an honest recogni- 
tion that the, debacle in 
Southeast Asia has weakened 
«r credibility. Vice Presiaent 
Rockefeller, attending .Chiang 
Kai-shek's funeral, give an 
adjpnas which never mentioned 
«r mutual defense treaty with 
UK Bepuboc of China, b it still 
•n? Or, did Secretary Kissinger
